5.  All  that  treats  of  Length  comes  under  the  2nd  department. 

6.  All  that  treats  of  Power  comes  under  the  3rd  department.

7.  The  Diatonic  Scale;  A  series  of  eight  successive  tones  in  a 
fixed  order,  each  differing  in  pitch  from  the  others,  constitute  the  Diatonic 
Scale.

8.  Classification  of  Voices : — The  humau  voice  is  naturally  divided 
into  four  classes : 

Low  male  voices — Bass. 
High  male  voices — Tenor. 
Low  female  voices — Alto. 
High  female  voices — Soprano. 

9.  Difference  of  pitch  between  male  and  female  voices :  Female 
voices  are  naturally  eight  sounds  (an  octave)  higher  than  male  voices. 

10.  The  Staff  :  The  staff  is  a  character  used  to  represent  the 
pitch  of  tones.  It  consists  of  five  lines  and  four  spaces ;  but  it  may  be 
enlarged  by  the  use  of  short  added  lines  above  and  below.    See  examples 

1st  and  2nd.

11.  Each  line  and  each  space  of  the  6taff  is  called  a  degree. 

In  naming  the  degrees  of  the  staff  we  begin  at  the  lowest  and  count 
upward. 

12.  Permanent  Names: — The  names  of  the  first  seven  letters  of  the 
alphabet  are  employed  as  the  permanent  names  of  the  pitches  represented 
by  the  degrees  of  the  staff,  viz. :  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  6. 

13.  The  Clefs. — There  are  three  clefs  in  common  use.  There  is 
one  placed  at  the  beginning  of  every  6taff  to  determine  what  pitch  it 
shall  represent.     See  examples  3rd,  4th,  5th.

Note. — A  measure  as  represented  to  the  eye,  is  said  to  be  the  space 
between  two  bars ;  but  the  real  measure  is  a  group  of  regularly  recurring 
accented  and  unaccented  pulsations  in  the  mind. 

18.  Notes  and  Rests. — Characters  called  notes  are  used  to  repre- 
sent the  relative  length  of  toner..  There  are  six  in  common  use  in  vocal 
music ;  and  each  one  has  a  corresponding  rest,  which  indicates  silence. 
See  the  table,  showing  the  relative  value  of  notes  and  rests.

— When  the  first  part  of  a  musical  composition 
is  designed  to  be  repeated  the  abbreviation  D.  C.  is  used,  which  means 
from  the  beginning,  and  close  at  fine. 

21.  D.  S.  Dal  Segno. — The  abbreviation  D.  S.  means  return  to  the 
sign  marked  thus :  S§  and  close  at  fine.

22.  Dotted  Notes  and  Rests. — A  dot  placed  after  a  note  or  rest, 
thus:  P^«  Jm-  increases  its  value  one  half.  A  second  dot,  thus,  &•• 
w '  *  adds  half  the  value  of  the  first. 

23. — The  Hold. — A  character  called  a  hold  (/Cn),  is  frequently  placed 

over  a  note  or  rest,  thus,  p  /?v  to  indicate  that  the  sound,  or  silence, 


should  be  prolonged  beyond  the  time.     The  hold  does  not  represent  any 
absolute  length ;  it  is  left  to  the  option  of  the  singer  or  performer. 

24.  Varieties  of  Measure. — The  variety  of  measure  in  which  a 
musical  composition  is  written,  is  indicated  by  figures  placed  at  the  be- 
ginning in  the  form  of  a  fraction ;  the  upper  figure  denotes  the  number 
of  parts  in  the  measure,  the  lower  figure,  the  kind  of  note  to  each  part. 
See  examples  7th,  8th,  9th,  10th,  11th,  12th-

sharped  or  flatted  in  the  signature.

45.  Cancel.  A  character  called  a  cancel  (fl)  is  used  to  cancel  the 
effect  of  a  previous  sharp  or  flat. 

46.  Chromatic  Scale.  By  introducing  intermediate  tones  between 
the  intervals  of  a  step  in  the  Diatonic  Scale  we  form  a  scale  consisting  of 
thirteen  tones,  having  twelve  intervals  of  a  half  step  each ;  which  is  called 
the  Chromatic  Scale.     See  Examples  13th,  14th.

47.  The  Minor  Scale.  Every  major  scale  has  its  relative  minor, 
which  has  for  its  tonic  the  sixth  above  the  major  tonic.  There  are  three 
forms  of  the  minor  scale,  but  only  one  in  general  use  now.  It  is  called 
the  Harmonic  Minor  Scale.

50.  Key.  A  key  is  a  family  of  8even  tones,*  that  may  be  arranged 
in  various  ways  according  to  certain  laws;  yet  all  bearing  a  fixed  rela- 
tion one  to  another. 

51.  Signature.  Signature  is  the  sign  whereby  we  distinguish  one 
key  from  another.  Sharps  and  flats  placed  in  a  certain  order  upon  the 
staff  to  the  right  of  the  clef,  form  the  signatures  of  keys.  The  key  of  C 
hoAvever  has  neither  sharps  nor  flats ;  hence  their  absence  may  properly 
be  termed  the  signature  of  the  key  of  C. 

Statement.  The  scale  is  said  to  be  in  the  Key  of  whatever  pitch  it 
starts  upon.  For  example :  if  pitch  C  is  taken  as  one  or  do,  the  scale  is 
in  the  Key  of  C ;  if  pitch  G  is  taken  as  one,  the  scale  is  in  the  Key  of 
G,  &c.     See  table  of  Signatures  of  Keys. 

52.  Transposition.  Transposition  is  the  process  of  changing  a  scale 
or  tune  to  a  lower  or  higher  pitch.  The  rule  for  transposing  the  6cale  is, 
to  take  the  pitch  for  one  or  do  of  the  succeeding  scale  that  will  require 
the  fewest  new  characters  to  represent  it.  Hence,  by  transposing  the 
scale  upward  a  fourth  or  &  fifth  from  middle  C,  it  will  require  only  one 
new  character  to  preserve  the  proper  order  of  intervals ;  and  so  through 
all  the  keys  if  this  rule  is  observed. 

*A  key  really  consists  of  all  the  tones  which  the  ear  can  detect,  having  a  cer- 
tain fixed  relation  to  each  other ;  for  example,  all  possible  tones  whose  names  are 
C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  A,  and  B.  constitute  the  key  of  C— Palmer' t  Theory  of  Mum.
